To provide voters with information concerning the 
eight candidates for city council, the Greenbelt News Re¬ 
view herewith presents their responses to the last in a 
series of questions that we are publishing in successive 
issues preceding the election. The order of the candidates’ 
answers was determined by lot.

Towards the end of the 
October 14 Citizens for 
Greenbelt Candidates’ 

Night, Andy Levin asked 
the candidates for city coun¬ 
cil what distinguished them 
from th^- other candidates. 
He noted that there had been 
“real harmony’' in the re¬ 
sponses to most questions. 

First-time candidate Hopi 
Auerbach started off, identifying 
herself by what she did not sup¬ 
port — she opposes significant 
increases in the police force and 
feels that “better, more luxur¬ 
ious” recreational facilities will 
not increase the spirit of com¬ 
munity in the city. 

Incumbent Thomas White 
described his unsuccessful ef¬ 
forts to seek a public hearing 
on Metro’s wetland mitigation 
plans and his support for a 
$50,000 fund for legal and other 
professional services related to 
the opening of the Metro sta¬ 
tion off Cherry wood Lane. Un¬ 
fortunately. he noted, it takes 
three votes to accomplish any¬ 
thing. 

Council member Rodney Rob¬ 
erts cited his “unequaled envir¬ 
onmental record.” He said he 
had spent “literally thousands of 
hours” fighting to preserve open 
space and described himself as 
a product of the city and its 
original concept — that the city 
should be a place where people 
would grow up to take a part 
in and have a stake in the com¬ 
munity. 

Support for investments in the 
city’s youth and senior citizens 
distinguished his tenure on coun¬ 
cil, said Edward Putens. He said 
that the city should not charge 
senior citizens for use of the 
pool and community center or 
other services. 

Incumbent Antoinette Bram 
described her progression from 
posts on city advisory boards 
through her terms on the city 
council Preserving the environ¬ 
ment and acquiring Parcel 1 for 
parkland were the factors she 
described as motivating her ac¬ 
tions. 

Concern for the issues affect¬ 
ing Greenbelt's future — Metro 
and development — along with 
a concern about the city’s youth 
were the factors Judith “J” Da¬ 
vis cited. Her experiences as a 
teacher and a long time member 
of the Advisory Planning Board 
are relevant to the council posi¬ 
tion. 

Keith Chernikoff said that his 
“edge” was his long history with 
recreation programs, including 
10 years on the Park and Rec¬ 
reation Advisory Board. He sup¬ 
ported Davis’s call for new pro¬ 
grams and approaches beyond 
“mere athletics” to help the 
city’s youth. 

Candidate Council Nedd II 
did not appear at the forum. 


CFG Questions 

CFG asked the candidates to 
address three questions in their 
opening statements: (1) Do you 
support additional ballfields on 
Northway; if so, how many and 
should they be lighted; if not, 
how would you meet the city’s 
needs for fields; (2) What 
types of development should the 
city strive for around the Metro 
station and how can the city 
achieve this mix; and (3) What 
can and should the city do to 
assure access to the Metro sta¬ 
tion other than by car? 

Candidates Putens, Chernikoff 
and White supported additional 
fields at the Northway site. 
Chernikoff and White supported 
lighting for some of the fields, 
Putens opposed any lighting. 
Chernikoff argued that modern 
technology would minimize the 
impact of the lights on the 
neighborhood and pointed out 
that council could control the 
hours the lights would be on. 
White said that no fields should 
be placed on Parcel 1, the wood¬ 
ed tract north of Northway. 


Toward the end of the 
evening Andy Levin asked 
the candidates what dis¬ 
tinguished them from the 
others. 


Roberts, Bram and Auerbach 
opposed any expansion of the 
Northway fields. Roberts argued 
that expansion would “cut the 
heart” right out of the wood¬ 
lands. He also expressed concern 
about the traffic that would be 
generated by additional fields. 
Auerbach saw no need for more 
fields saying that the current 
fields are “usually vacant.” If 
additional fields are needed, both 
Auerbach and Roberts favored 
placing them in other parts of 
the city for equity. Bram called 
for leaving the fields and the 
woods as they are. 

Davis wanted an updated 
needs assessment for fields and 
lights. If such a study showed 
a need for fields, she would 
support building the minimum 
required. She declared herself 
“very reluctant” to add lighting. 
White also called for a study, 
saying he would not support 
starting work on the fields un¬ 
til needs assessment and envir¬ 
onmental impact studies are com¬ 
plete and a public hearing held. 
He pointed out, however, that 
lack of funds makes field devel¬ 
opment unlikely. 

Metro Development 

Auerbach, like most of the 
candidates, expressed a desire for 
the property surrounding the 
Metro station to be left as is, 
but provided no details of how 


the city could obtain this goal 
She said she could support a 
small commercial structure on 
the site. 

The remaining candidates fav¬ 
ored city efforts to ensure that 
all wetlands, floodplain and oth¬ 
er environmental regulations be 
strictly enforced to restrict the 
amount of the property available 
for development. Bram also 
called for strict enforcement of 
the adequate public facilities 
test to ensure that development 
doesn't overwhelm road capaci¬ 
ties, but noted that the tract’s 
zoning makes this more difficult- 

Chernikoff said the city should 
work with those with a legiti¬ 
mate right to develop the prop¬ 
erty to ensure that it is done 
to maximize green space and 
minimize traffic. 

Davis and White said the city 
must work to get planning and 
zoning authority (currently held 
by the county). Both also want¬ 
ed to ensure that parking and 
traffic needs are met before de¬ 
velopment is allowed. White also 
said the city should invest in its 
own traffic study of the area 
around the station, 

Putens opposed any develop¬ 
ment of the property and said 
the city should buy what it 
could, using tax credits. 

Roberts opposed any deve’op- 
ment on the Metro property. Of

Where Is Nedd? 

Residents want to know where 
is Council Nedd II? Although 
he has officially filed as a candi¬ 
date for the city council, as of 
last Tuesday, he had not made 
an appearance at any of the ev¬ 
ents scheduled for candidates in¬ 
cluding the two candidate for¬ 
ums held last week and this 
week’s reception for candidates 
at Green Ridge House. He also 
had not responded to a request 
for a television interview from 
GATE, Although he responded 
to the first two questions asked 
■by the News Review, he failed 
to turn in the last three, nor has 
he provided the paper with his 
biography. 

Nedd has also not complied 
wtih two city regulations con¬ 
cerning campaigns. A financial 
statement on campaign funds 
was due to be filed with the 
city clerk by October 18- His was 
the only candidate statement not 
received. Campaign signs for 
Nedd were placed’ at three loca¬ 
tions in Greenbelt East, but were 
subsequently removed by the city 
for not complying with campaign 
sign regulations. 

Nedd has not returned recent 
calls made to him from this 
paper. 


Question 5. What else would 
candidacy? 

Judith "J" Davis 

Greenbelt faces many chal¬ 
lenges. Every committee, city 
board and organization which I 
have led has given me the ex¬ 
pertise needed to meet these op¬ 
portunities- 

As chair and member of the 
Advisory Planning Board, I low¬ 
ered density and increased 
greenspace in new developments, 
fought to limit the size and 
number of signs, contributed to 
quality commercial development, 
and worked toward a sound bal¬ 
ance between recreation needs 
and environmental concerns. 

As Labor Day Festival Car¬ 
nival chair for 13 years, I have 
worked with nearly all Greenbelt 
organizations and city depart¬ 
ments.

My energy, experience, and 
long-term dedication to Green¬ 
belt will make me a highly 
effective member of Council.

First on the agenda was a 
discussion of the Greenbelt Bi¬ 
cycle Coalition’s petition to es¬ 
tablish bikeways and bicycle 
route signage in Old Greenbelt. 
The proposals, according to Co¬ 
alition representatives Hildie 
Sheftel and Teri Joseph, were 
tailored to ease bicycle access 
to the new Metro subway sta¬ 
tion, which is slated to open in 
December. They argued that safe 
bike lanes are likely to increase 
bicycle commuting; that such 
commuting benefits both the cy¬ 
clists and the community; and 
that working together on this 
issue could unify all parts of 
Greenbelt. 

GEAC representatives, howe- 
ever, declined to endorse the pe¬ 
tition. Said Vice President Shel¬ 
don Goldberg, “Signing a pe¬ 
tition to back biking is practi¬ 
cally (like supporting) mother¬ 
hood, I guess. ((But) as far as 
endorsing the thing, it might be

Thomas X. White 

This year completes my 10th 
term on Council. I am grateful 
for the support that I have re¬ 
ceived during those 20 years.

a little premature.” He mention¬ 
ed that the Advisory Planning 
Board, which also had received 
the petition, had found it too 
vague, especially in one provis¬ 
ion which called for a “safe 
means” of crossing Kenilworth 
Avenue (to enable bicyclists to 
get to the Metro station by 
means of Cherrywood Lane). The 
budget implications of such a 
formula, which could mean any¬ 
thing from a stoplight to a 
bicycle/pedestrian overpass, 
were especially troubling, he 
said. 

Joseph responded that it was 
left open precisely to allow city 
and state highway officials to 
determine what were the most 
cost-effective means of imple¬ 
menting it 

Greenbelt representative Dor¬ 
othy Pyles objected to the fact 
that the petition only addressed 
bicycle access in Old Greenbelt. 
Said Joseph, “We have a window 
of opportunity before Metro

Law enforcement and traffic problems dominated the 
agenda at the regular meeting of the Greenbelt East Advis¬ 
ory Coalition on October 7. GEAC representatives were 
joined by City Council candidates “J” Davis and Ed Putens 
(incumbent) in the discussions, and presentations were giv¬ 
en by county school board member Suzanne Plogman and 
Greenbelt Police Department spokesman George Matthews. 
Also discussed were bikeways and other issues. 

Bicycle Petition 
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Not for Sale 

I -am responding 1 to the Thurs¬ 
day October 14, article entitled 
^Controversy Erupts over Pro¬ 
posed Changes in Zoning 1 near 
Glenn Daile’ written by Janies 
Giese. 

I was very disturbed 'to read 
“use of rthe golf course . . . and 
country club is no longer econom¬ 
ically viable.’' This could not be 
further from the truth! I called 
Mr. Giese on October 18. and de¬ 
manded to know the source of 
'his information, -as it was totally 
inaccurate. Much to my sur¬ 
prise. he informed me that he 
had quoted directly from the 
public hearing transcripts pre¬ 
pared by the Maryland-National 
Capital Park and Planning Com¬ 
mission. As I am the one who 
wrote the testimony. I can as¬ 
sure all that that is not what I 
said. The actual statement was 
“If the golf course ever became 
economically inviable. then, and 
only then, would my family con¬ 
sider selling the property for its 
highest and best use. Be the dif¬ 
ference ever so slight the true 
meaning is dramatically differ¬ 
ent! In fact, in a conversation 
with Councilman (Richard) Cas- 
taldi and others, I indicated that 
should we someday decide to get 
out of the business, we would 
offer the property to the M-NC- 
PPC first. 

The most disturbing part of 
this whole situation is that 1 
have gone to great lengths to 
maintain my credibility and in¬ 
tegrity with my neighbors and 
the community, and this article 
would lead anyone who reads it 
to believe I have been deceiving 
them. This is not so! Glenn 
Dale Country Club has never 
been for sale, is not currently 
for sale. and. as far as I can 
see. will not be for sale anytime 
in the near future. Our business 
“is still viable,” and my family 
and I hope to be here for a long, 
long time. 

To my customers I would like 
to say, relax, you still have a 
place to play golf! To my cred¬ 
itors. relax. I can still pay my 
oills. To the community of Glenn 
Dale, there are no developers 
knocking at the door, and to th? 
developers, do not come knocking!

Aggravating 

Have you ever wondered why 
the cost of providing municipal 
services keep going up? At the 
same time do you hear from your 
local elected officials that they 
are doing what they can to con¬ 
tain these costs? Why the con¬ 
flict? 

A main culprit is something 
called “unfunded mandates’” 
winch come from state^and fed¬ 
eral governments. Mandates are 
statutory, constitutional and ad¬ 
ministrative actions that place 
new fiscal or administrative re¬ 
quirements on local governments. 
Local governments have man¬ 
dates imposed on them by the 
federal and state governments. 
These governments have no 
choice but to pass the costs of 
the requirements on to citizens 
as property tax increases, fee in¬ 
creases or cuts in services. Man¬ 
dates take a significant portion 
of local budgets away from the 
control of elected city and town 
officials and supplant local prior¬ 
ities with those of state and fed¬ 
eral governments. 

Of all the issues that local 
officials are involved in. few are 
more aggravating than unfund¬ 
ed mandates. Mandates go to the 
heart of what governing is all 
about—autonomy, accountability 
and control of government ex¬ 
penditures. 

I wish to stress that municipal 
governments recognize the need 
for policies that ensure basic and 
equal protection for all citizens 
and have been willing to enter 
into partnerships with the state 
and federal governments to im¬ 
plement such policies. We all 
want clean air and water, safe 
housing and environmentally 
conscious development regula¬ 
tions. 

However, the real issues of 
concern are: How do we address 
these problems? Who should pay 
the ccsts of coping with them? 
Hew much is too much ? Be¬ 
cause state and federal officials 
pass the responsibility for rais¬ 
ing revenues to cover unfunded 
mandates on to local officials, 
they don’t have to think of the 
cost or reasonableness of their 
mandates. For example, it makes 
no sense for local government 
in Maryland to be mandataed by 
the federal government to test 
water to determine whether it 
contains harmful minerals found 
only in western states. However 
foolish this example may sound, 
it is really occurring—and you 
are paying for it. 

The Greenbelt Council recently 
adopted a resolution calling for

Regarding the issue otf hy¬ 
giene and food preparation cur¬ 
rently before the Prince George’s 
County Council and the Task 
Force appointed to study the 
question, it is imperative that 
non-profit organizations such as 
churches and charities be exept- 
ed from the state and county 
law requiring employees or mem¬ 
bers of any group preparing and 
serving food to the public to 
pass a 15-hour food safety course 
and be certified. 

Although the bill wes design¬ 
ed to promote the health, safety 
and welfare of the public, the 


unintentional consequence of this 
bill is that church lunches, din¬ 
ners, hake sales and social events 
would all be eliminated. Eventu¬ 
ally food shelters and soup kit¬ 
chens would be forced to cease 
their operations since not every¬ 
one could be trained to serve 
food. By allowing this exemp¬ 
tion, the Council could protect 
public health while not overburd¬ 
ening ithe non-profit organiza¬ 
tions which provide a vital com¬ 
munity function a burden which 
if not borne by churches and 
other community groups, would 
fall on the shoulders of state 
and local governments.

oipens and 3000-plus cars (per 
day) start piling in on both 
sides of the Beltway,” GE1AC 
President Tim Sechrist suggested 
that action on the petition be 
delayed until the member asso¬ 
ciations had- a chance to study 
it and offer their own sugges¬ 
tions. 

Crime Prevention 

Greenbelt Police Department 
spokesman George Matthews 
told the group that the recent 
upward surge in citizen involve¬ 
ment in crime prevention—pri¬ 
marily in the form of Neighbor¬ 
hood Watch groups—had great¬ 
ly aided the department, which 
has been plagued by tight bud¬ 
gets and manpower shortages. 
“In 1986 we had only 43 offi¬ 
cers. . . . (Now) we’re up to 44. 
There's been quite a few changes 
in that period of time. Our re¬ 
sources are stretched very thin. 
The only way we can do our 
jobs as police officers is by 
getting the citizens (involved). 
. ■ . Citizens are the eyes and 
ears of the Police Department.” 

Goldberg initiated a discussion 
of a proposal now being consid¬ 
ered by the city council to estab¬ 
lish police bicycle patrols. He 
argued that bike patrols would 
deploy police manpower waste- 
fully and would impair their 
ability to function in Greenbelt 
East. “(A)ny people on bicycles 
over in the central part of town 
are people that . . cannot re¬ 
spond to crime in Greenbelt 
East,” he said. “Chief Craze 
made it clear that a bicycle po¬ 
liceman’s range is limited to 
four to six blocks.” 

Matthews agreed that this was 
a problem. “There’s issues on 
both sides/ he said. “The chief 
is mulling it over.” Council can¬ 
didate M J” Davis, alluding to 
the September 21 city council 
meeting at which the issue was 
discussed, said, “(The chief was) 
trying to be very politic because 
of the situation on the city 
council.” She said also that a 


bicycle-mounted officer could not 
carry as much equipment and 
would have to call for backup 
in the event of an arrest. 

Matthews said that auto theft 
was the most common crime in 
Greenbelt East, which experiences 
about 280 such thefts a year. He 
ascribed this to the nearness 
of major thoroughfares (the 
Beltway. Greenbelt Road, Ken? 
ilworth Avenue, and the Balti¬ 
more - Washington Parkway) 
which offer thieves easy access 
and quick avenues of escape. 
He said police were focusing on 
educating the public in reduc¬ 
ing theft opportunity, such as 
by the employment of antitheft 
devices. “The philosophy is to 
make the entire neighborhood 
as unattractive as possible (to 
potential thieves),” said Mat¬ 
thews. 

Roving Students 

School board member Suzanne 
Plogman summarized for the 
group the results of the Sep¬ 
tember 27 meeting at Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School regarding 
the presence in adjacent neigh¬ 
borhoods of roving groups of 
high school-age youths. Some of 
those present seemed skeptical 
of the claim of Roosevelt offi¬ 
cials that the problem stemmed 
primarily from youths who were 
not Roosevelt students. Gold¬ 
berg termed this “amazing.” 
Pyles likened school officials to 
“a mother who thinks, *My kid 
can do no wrong.’ ” 

Council member Ed Putens 
said that he had been told of 
incidents involving Roosevelt 
students on the campus itself 
and said such things should be 
shared with the public. He said 
that residents had contacted him 
after having read an article on 
the meeting in the News Review, 
expressing frustration that they 
had not known of the meeting 
in advance. Plogman responded 
that the meeting was arranged 
by Steven Bupp, president of 
Condominium Ventures, a large 
Greenbelt East property manage¬ 
ment firm, and that he had sent 
out the invitations. She invited 
the group to arrange a meeting 


for a more general audience, and 
said she would be happy to par¬ 
ticipate in such a meeting. 

Proposed Pedestrian Overpass 

Plogman also discussed the 
GEAC-backed proposal to con¬ 
struct a pedestrian overpass at 
the intersection of Greenbelt 
Road and Frankfort Drive. She 
mentioned that the State High¬ 
way Administration believed that 
it would be too costly. She said 
the proposal would be studied 
by a committee headed by State 
Sen. Leo Green on long-range 
traffic planning. She also said, 
in response to a question from 
Goldberg, that she thought the 
school board would be willing 
to donate land for such an over¬ 
pass should other hurdles to its 
construction be overcome. 

Other Issues 

The remainder of the meeting 
was devoted to discussion of the 
following topics: a proposed lake 
in Greenbelt East; the conclus¬ 
ion of a court battle between 
the city and Sunrise Develop¬ 
ment Limited Partnership re¬ 
garding zoning of a large com¬ 
mercial property; the dismissal 
of a lawsuit involving fire- 
retardant roofing; city financial 
news (debt refinancing and re¬ 
vised estimates for the cost of 
renovating the Community Cen¬ 
ter); and the possibility that Soil 
Conservation Road may be closed 
to the public by NASA Goddard 
Space Flight Center.

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Council Seeks Lakewood Funds, 

Stays Neutral on Liquor License

Council chose to take no 
stand on the Beijing Restau¬ 
rants request for a liquor 
license, reached a consensus 
to ask Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty for funding on the Lake- 
wood drainage project, and 
saved money by refinancing 
its debt with a 4.17 percent 
rate. The meeting was 
chaired by Mayor Pro Tern 
Thomas X. White as Mayor 
Gil Weidenfeld was out of 
the country. 

Salvatore Daniello, spokesman 
for owner Lilly Zhang, asked 
for support from council in get¬ 
ting a liquor license for thje 
Beijing restaurant in Roosevelt 
Center. Now that Center School 
is no longer occupied by school- 
children, the limitation forbid¬ 
ding a liquor license to any fa¬ 
cility within 1000 feet of a 
school no longer applies. 

The Class “B” license request¬ 
ed would allow beer*, wine and 
liquor to be served. 

Daniello carefully outlined 
what the addition would mean 
for Beijing. The owners would 
not make a practice of serving 
alcohol without a patron order¬ 
ing a meal. There would be no 
bar, other than a “service bar” 
designed for the bartender to 
mix the drinks. The restaurant 
would maintain its current hours. 

After briefly alluding to the 
1990 agreement under which the 
owner, landlord, and council 
worked together to renovate the 
restaurant and improve the 
image of Roosevelt Center. Dan¬ 
iello said Zhang had remained 
a “good neighbor.” 

He indicated that the liquor 
license would provide Zhang the 
opportunity to go from “just 
breaking even” to turning a 
profit for the restaurant. 

In response to concerns ex¬ 
pressed by council member An¬ 
toinette Bram, regarding the 
potential changing-of-hands, that 
the restaurant may take in the 
future, Daniello said that each 
new owner would have to re¬ 
quest a transfer of the liquor 
license before the Board of Li¬ 


cense Commissioners, In addi¬ 
tion, each year at the renewal 
hearing council has the option to 
go before the liquor board and 
state its opinion regarding the 
license, he said. 

Council elected to take no 
position on the matter, a tra¬ 
ditional stance for council. 

Ticket Money Recovered 

In order to recover as much 
as possible of the $100,000 in 
unpaid parking ticket fees from 
as far back as 1984, council se¬ 
lected Law Enforcement System 
of Long Island. New York (LES) 
to track the money down. 

LES plans to send follow-up 
letters to delinquent ticket hold¬ 
ers. They say that the key to 
their 50 percent success rate lies 
in their contacts with Motor 
Vehicle Administrations in all 
50 states. 

The follow-up letter will not 
require a late fee if the indi¬ 
vidual pays the city immediately. 

Lakewood Drainage 

While most of the items on 
the agenda received quiet pas¬ 
sage, the storm drainage study 
for Lakewood residents provoked 
a healthy disagreement among 
council members. 

Staff reported to council at 
the September 27 meeting on the 
Lakewood Storm Drain Relief 
Program Study that the problems 
far exceeded the funds currently 
slated to fix the drainage situa¬ 
tion. 

Considering staff recommenda¬ 
tions, council decided to ap¬ 
proach the county for funding 
toward this project. 

Council member Rodney Rob¬ 
erts expressed concern that the 
project not lag behind “for two 
or three more years.” and sug¬ 
gested the worst items be fixed 
first with other less serious ones 
to follow as funding allowed. 
Council members Edward Puten? 
and White, agreed with expedit¬ 
ing th project. However. White 
did not want to single out items 
for a temporary fix. He pre¬ 
ferred to tackle the entire project 
at once- 

Sharing concerns of citizens 
who had approached her, Bram 
said the “project was too ex¬ 
tensive to the nature of the

problem” and requested a second 
opinion on the study. Staff re¬ 
assured Bram that the county 
would provide a second opinion. 

$1.1 Million Saved 
Council authorized White to 
sign a commitment letter to final¬ 
ize the refinancing of the city’s 
$6.3 million debt, locking in a 
rate of 4.17 percent for a sav¬ 
ings of $1.1 million. 

A special meeting was sched¬ 
uled for October 25 at 3 p.m. 
to authorize the sale of the 
bonds. The original closing date 
was November 10. However, 


closing the deal on October 25 
maximizes the immediate sav¬ 
ings to the city since the city 
avoids having to make Novem¬ 
ber payment on the old, 7 per¬ 
cent bond issue 

In addition to refinancing the 
city debt, a $3 million bond issue 
will be used to finance the reno¬ 
vation of the Community Cen¬ 
ter. 

Recognition 

Julie McHale. Recreation Co¬ 
ordinator for Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School “Grad Night” was 
recognized by the city for her 
work in organizing this non¬ 
alcoholic event for graduating 
seniors last June. 

Bicycle Coalition on Agenda 
Council acted on the Bicycle 
Coalition's second petition in the 
last month. The second petition 


requested that the first petition 
be acted upon or responded to 
by the next regularly scheduled 

council meeting. 

The coalition’s initial petition 
requested a bike lane on Crescent 
Road from St. Hugh’s church to 
Kenilworth Avenue, a crosswalk 
on Kenilworth Avenue, and nu¬ 
merous other bike related addi¬ 
tions to Greenbelt. 

Council voted to give the Co¬ 
alition its own agenda item for 
the next regular council meet¬ 
ing for the purpose of convey¬ 
ing “‘interim information” on its 
request. 

Joe Wilkerson, representing 
the Park and Recreation Advis¬ 
ory Board (PRAB) objected to 
this measure, stating that

PRtAB’s petition for a “complete 
study of the trails” in Greenbelt 
had yet to be acted upon or even 
considered on any recent agenda. 
PR1AB submitted this petition 
six months ago, Wilkerson said. 

City staff assured Wilkerson 
that the agenda had been heavy 
and the item had carried through 
many agendas, but had not been 
discussed at a regular meeting- 
Explaining that council did not 
want to preempt a complete and 
inclusive study. White said the 
matter was under consideration. 

Community Center is Go 
Council voted to proceed with 
the Community Center using the 
$5.1 million cost estimate. They 
based their vote on the con¬ 
clusions of the September 27 
meeting with architect Steven 
Wileznski. Architects for the 
city will finish plans and begin 
work on prequalifying the gen¬ 
eral contracting firms for the 
bidding process. 

On October 6, the Greenbelt 
and College Park City Councils 
met for what City Manager Dan¬ 
iel Hobbs called “an, historic 
meeting.” The topic centered on 
the safety of the future Metro 
station. 

All members felt the meeting 
was productive and informative. 
Metro officials present discussed 
the role of the Metro security 
officials, as well as federal per¬ 
sonnel who are often assigned 
to Metro stations to preclude 
jurisdictional disputes-

the surrounding land, the south¬ 
west portion, a sand and gravel 
pit, had already been filled in 
above the level of the flood¬ 
plain, he said, and was suitable 
for commercial development. 
Most of what remains is wet¬ 
lands or floodplains that the city 
should seek open space grants 
to purchase, Roberts said. He 
also supported ballfields on the 
southeast portion, which had been 
covered with concrete from run¬ 
off. 

Metrlo Access 

“Walk, bike, bus,” said Putens. 
However, Bram and Auerbach 
argued that walking times were 
too long for most commuters. 
All candidates except Roberts 
and White supported a city shut¬ 
tle service to the station. (Can¬ 
didates were only allowed five 
minutes for their statements. 
Roberts was cut off before com¬ 
pleting his answer to this ques¬ 
tion- Other candidates may have 
shortened their answers as they 
were warned time was nearly 
up.) 

Davis, Putens, and Roberts 
called for making it safe for 
bikers and pedestrians to cross 
Kenilworth Avenue- Putens and 
Roberts supported an overpass. 
Davis urged linking bike and 
pedestrian trails throughout the 
city, noting that this may require 
purchasing some land. 


Traffic Issues 

Traffic-related questions were 
asked by Keith Jahoda and Betsy 
Likowski. Jahoda asked how can¬ 
didates would reduce the amount 
of traffic just passing through 
Greenbelt, while Likowski asked 
candidates for their positions 
on the Intercounty Connector 
'(ICC), which has been proposed 
to link Montgomery and Prince 
Georges Counties. 

All the candidates except 
Auerbach opposed the ICC. Auer¬ 
bach argued that cars are dino¬ 
saurs and will choke themselves 
out. 

Putens urged lowering the 
speed limit on Greenbelt Road 
and strictly enforcing it as a 
way of diverting traffic else¬ 
where- Strict enforcement was 
also cited by Davis- In addition 
to supporting the call for lower 
speed limits on Greenbelt Road, 
Roberts said the city must lobby 
to affect zoning in nearby areas, 
particularly the Konterra devel¬ 
opment, which would bring 
“thcusands of cars” to Greenbelt 
Road. 

State and federal tax credits 
for people who live close to work 
and a state requirement that 
counties prepare mass transit 
plans were proposed by Bram. 

We can’t make others stop 
using their cars, said Auerbach, 
but we can try to stop ourselves. 
Those who bike to Metro do a 
tremendous service for all citi¬ 
zens, she said. White said that 
the city had little ability to 
affect state roads such as Ken¬ 
ilworth Avenue and Greenbelt 
Road, The state and county gov¬ 
ernments have not supported ef¬ 
forts to encourage alternate 
modes of transportation, he said. 

Community Center 

The community center is sig¬ 
nificantly over budget, noted 
Clara Kuehn. She asked the can¬ 
didates, if additional funds can¬ 
not be obtained, how they would 
resolve this shortfall—by scaling

back the plans, taking money 
from other city programs or 
raising taxes. 

Bram answered first, arguing 
that the architect’s estimate was 
too high, in part due to the 
firm’s sensitivity to historic 
preservation. She noted that the 
city is seeking bids so it will 
soon know the actual cost of 
the project. 

White said that the city should 
not accept bids in excess of the 
$4.2 million it has available and 
opposed cutting other services 
or raising taxes to make up the 
shortfall. 

Roberts noted that if the bids 
are too high, the city need not 
accept them. He supported a 
“bare bones” renovation if nec¬ 
essary, with emphasis placed on 
those steps needed to preserve 
the structure but was unwilling 
to accept ‘“mothballing” portions 
of the building to reduce costs. 

Chernikoff, a member of the 
community center task force, 
thinks the project can be done 
for close to the budgeted amount, 
although additional repairs will 
be needed later. If all bids are 
too high, he said, the city should 
reject them and seek additional 
funds. 

Auerbach supported a “bare 
benes” approach. The important 
thing is for the building to be 
open and safe- She opposed 
“rejiggering” the rest of the 
budget to fund the center and 
argued that “nothing is more 
depressing” than a fancy build¬ 
ing we can’t afford to maintain. 

Putens was confident that the 
city’s strategy in a slow con¬ 
struction market of announcing 
the amount of funds available 
would result in bids under that 
amount. 

Davis opposed a tax hike and 
scaling back- Bare bones smacks 
of inferior quality, she said. 
Davis suggested collaborations 
with local businesses as a way 
of obtaining additional funds. 



Halloween Safety 

Maryland State Fire Marshal 
Roceo J Gabriele urges parents to 
use caution and good judgement 
when selecting costumes for their 
children this Halloween.

Good only at Greenbelt Co-op 
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Candidates Discuss Budget and Taxes at Forum

The Greenbelt election campaign turned tepid as less 
than 40 people, including spouses and campaign workers, 
turned out to hear the City Council candidates speak at the 
October 13 Greenbelt East Candidates Night held at the 
Greenbriar Community Center. Greenbelt East Advisory 
Coalition (GEAC) President Tim Sechrist served as modera¬ 
tor for the debate. Although there were some significant dif¬ 
ferences in positions between candidates, they treated each 
other with courtesy and respect and avoided either personal 
attacks or disagreeing with anything stated. 

One candidate. Council Nedd, light for Frankfort Drive, 

H failed to show. The other 
seven took their seats along a 
table in the order of their bal¬ 
lot positions, which were chosen 
by lot. If drawing for ballot 
position is an indicator, women 
will do well in this election as 
all three beat out the male can¬ 
didates for top positions, with 
Antoinette Bram in the lead. 

Besides opening and closing 
remarks, Sechrist asked the can¬ 
didates to respond to four ques¬ 
tions: how would they spend 
tax dollars?; how would they 
spend a million dollars if the 
city got it without strings at¬ 
tached and. conversely, how 
would they cut a million dol¬ 
lars?; how would they improve 
community security and fight 
crime ?; and how would they deal 
with the problems of divisiveness 
and help unify Greenbelt? 

Only one candidate. Hopi 
Auerbach, posed a question to 
another candidate when given an 
opportunity to do so. although 
Judith “J” Davis said that she 
would have asked one of Nedd 
if he had been present. The can¬ 
didates also responded to four 
questions from the audience 

How to Spend $1,000,000 

The candidates had no trouble 
finding ways to spend a million 
dollars. Nearly all would use 
some or all of it to purchase 
additional land for open space- 
Rodney Roberts had a strategic 
list of sites all over the city 
which he did not wish to reveal. 

Edward V. J. Putens would use 
some of the money to buy land 
around the Metro station. Davis 
wanted to buy the Sunrise high- 
rise property. 

Auerbach, however, advocated 
spending the money on Green¬ 
belt CARES and other counseling 
organizations as the best means 
of dealing with the crime prob¬ 
lem. Bram’s wish list included a 


Greenbelt shuttle bus, a fully 
funded traffic division in the 
police department, and additional 
funding of the city's emergency 
relief fund used to help prevent 
needy persons from losing their 
homes. She also proposed spend¬ 
ing the money for a "nice gate 
on Hanover Parkway at Good 
Luck Road that we could close 
at times when traffic gets out of 
hand." 

Thomas X. White said he 
would consider unmet city needs, 
things that haven’t come to frui¬ 
tion because other things have 
higher priority. His list included 
open space acquisition, crisis 
intervention, intracity transit, 
and keeping a little money 
around as a buffer for a rainy 
day. Besides land. Davis wanted 
more police officers to make the 
department more visible, to add 
back some of the extras cut 
from the community center, and 
for more recreation personnel to 
provide youth programs and to 
build the bike trail- 

Keith Chernikoff would use 
the money as matching funds 
for grants in order to get great¬ 
er use from it as well as using 
it for the strategic purchase of 
open space. Besides the land 
purchase at Metro, Putens pro¬ 
posed using the money for crisis 
intervention an expanded police 
force and possibly for a bike 
patrol, expansion of the Green¬ 
belt Connection, and to increase 
city contributions to volunteer 
organizations. 

On Cutting a Million 

Although the candidates had 
no problem in thinking up ways 
to spend a million by them¬ 
selves. most of them wished to 
share the responsibility with 
city staff, citizens and other 
council members when it came 
to cutting a million. Bram would 
tell the staff to cut their budgets

by 10%. White would do a simi¬ 
lar procedure, but some areas 
might be cut by only 8%, oth¬ 
ers by 12%. Chernikoff would 
look in part to the annual 12 
cent tax levy set aside for capi¬ 
tal projects. Putens felt that 
the current council already had 
to cut a million due to revenue 
shortfalls. He would do another 
million in the same way, with 
job layoffs a last resort. 

Only Auerbach had specific 
proposals. She would cut the 
Aquatic and Fitness Center and 
save a quarter million. Earlier, 
Auerbach had declared that pub¬ 
lic funds should be used for 
things that can't be done pri¬ 
vately. She said that it was not 
necessary for the city to build 
elaborate, fabulous recreation 
facilities. She also suggested 
offsetting the loss with revenues 
from parking meters at Roosevelt 
Center and other locations and 
with fees for use of other city 
facilities such as tennis courts. 


every section of the city. 

Although no one spoke against 
the idea, and some thought it 
might be worth doing, only Rob¬ 
erts reiterated his intention to 
have the police department in¬ 
itiate bicycle patrols in some 
areas of the city. Putens, on 
the other hand, pushed for the 
department developing a crisis 
intervention program in which 
CAKES family counselors would 
work with police officers on calls 
relating to family disputes or 
other personal crises White call¬ 
ed for greater “civilianization” 
of the force, i.e-, using people 
other than police officers to per¬ 
form noncrime related functions 
of the department. 

On Spending Taxes 

All candidates said that they 
would spend taxpayers’ dollars 
prudently and would be reluctant 


to increase taxes. Davis did 
state, however, that she believed 
residents were not opposed to a 
tax increase to fund added police 
officers. 

White took note of the pres¬ 
sure for a tax increase placed 
upon the next council to fund 
the community center and the 
repayment of the $3,000,000 debt, 
an increased expenditure esti¬ 
mated by city staff to equal the 
yield of a ten cent increase in 
the tax rate. Auerbach contend¬ 
ed, "We don’t need to spend 
money to make Greenbelt great, 
it’s the people that make it 
great.” 

On community divisiveness, 
Bram told a story of how a group 
became divided over the irrele¬ 
vant issue of whether or not 
they liked buttermilk, "There 
is no we in they,” she said, 
“only us. Greenbelt is us.” Oth¬ 
ers noted various actions the 
city had taken or might take

In opening remarks, all the 
candidates emphasized their ex¬ 
perience. either on the council 
or in community service, and 
their years of residency in 
Greenbelt. All expressed their 
love for Greenbelt and their de¬ 
sire to preserve its qualities of 
life. 

Ward Elections? 

On most issues the candidates 
varied only slightly in their re¬ 
sponses. There were some sig¬ 
nificant differences expressed, 
however, primarily by Auerbach. 
For example, she was the only 
one that suggested that council 
members might be elected from 
wards in order to deal with per¬ 
ceived inequities in area rep¬ 
resentation on the council. 

The others emphasized the fact 
that each council member repre¬ 
sented all residents of the city 
and were not out to seek special 
favoritism for only one area. Da¬ 
vis contended that a person could 
not be elected to the council 
unless support was received from

(Continued from [page 12) 
to 'better bring the areas of the 
•city into one community. Putens 
advocated his earlier proposal 
to move regular council meetings 
around to the various sections 
of the city. 

Other Questions 
When given the opportunity, 
only Auerbach posed a question 
to another candidate. She asked 
White if he felt that the city 
had a racism problem, taking 
note of her observance of KKK 
graffiti. In response White not¬ 
ed that racism exists in our 
society and probably exists to 
no greater extent in Greenbelt. 
He felt that the council should 


symbolize that everyone is wel¬ 
come in Greenbelt. 

From the audience, Ed Cook 
asked the incumbents if the city 
shouldn’t be talking to Metro 
about minibus service within the 
city. White reported that council 
had discussed this with the coun¬ 
ty. Putens noted that the county 
would have to do it as Metro 
was not interested in this type 
of service. Roberts felt that the 
state would be forced to provide 
funding for this type of service 
in order to meet more stringent 
clean air requirements. Bram 
noted three bills before the 
county council that would en¬ 
courage the use of public trans¬ 
portation. 

Campaign Finances 

Eunice Coxon asked the can¬ 


didates how they felt about re¬ 
stricting campaign finances- None 
were opposed. Davis said that 
all candidates should be teach¬ 
ers, like she was, because that 
would limit funds. Putens noted 
that restrictions could give the 
better known incumbents a n un¬ 
fair advantage. White noted 
that the News Review did the 
candidates a real service this 
year by publishing responses to 
questions. “It saves me money.” 
he said, “and they make their 
money off of ads.” 

David Lychenheim contended 
that there were a lot of people 
out at election time knocking 
on doors, but no one sees them 
after that. They all assured him 
that that was not true in their 
case. Putens did note the many 
meetings council members had 
to go to and the many hours 
spent on the job. 

Property Crimes 

The last question, asked by 
an unidentified woman, dealt 
with whether property crimes 
such as theft was not a more 
significant problem than crimes 
against persons. “My car was 
stolen,” Auerbach replied- “It 
sure beats being raped. I think 
we're pretty lucky if our main 
problem is car theft.” Later she 
advocated that everyone should 
drive old cars that no one would

want to steal. 

White commented that all 
kinds of crime make people feel 
unsafe. He felt that the police 
department's focus on substance 
abuse was helping to reduce oth¬ 
er kinds of crime. Putens also 
took note of the city instituting 
a narcotics unit. Roberts advo¬ 
cated community policing and 
getting the police back to our 
neighborhoods. 

Davis wanted to get more 
citizens involved in crime watch 
and ether programs. So did 
Chernikoff who related one wo¬ 
man's reluctance to call the po¬ 
lice about a suspicious person. 
Bram stated that guns were be¬ 
ing used to commit crimes and 
that people didn't have the right 
to use guns to commit crimes.

Greenbelt Firm Hosts Chinese Engineers 


Nineteen representatives of 
the People's Republic of China 
(PRC) learned how data is col¬ 
lected and managed in highway 
planning and design on a visit 
to Greenhorne & O'Mara. The 
delegation visited G & O’s Trans¬ 
portation and Geographic Infor¬ 
mation Systems Departments on 
Friday, September 24 and re¬ 
ceived presentations on data col¬ 
lection and use- 

The PRC delegation is par¬ 
ticipating in a program spon¬ 
sored by the World Rank which 
introduces them to transporta¬ 
tion technology and management 
approaches successfully used by 
their counterparts in the United 
States. The group consists of 
highway managers, engineers 
and data processing experts 
from several provinces in China 
which are responsible for de¬ 
signing, building and modern¬ 
izing China's expanding roadway 
system 



Liang Xiao-Yan, a member of 
the Ji-Qing Highway Project 
Office and serving as interpret¬ 
er, pointed out why the group 
was interested in the U.S- road¬ 
way data management approach¬ 
es. “The PRC has had a good 
transportation system for many 
years. But as our economy con¬ 
tinues to grow and industrial 
capability increases, we see a 
growing need to upgrade our 
transportation networks. We need 
to learn the best ways to man¬ 
age information for use in mod¬ 
ernizing cur highway systems.” 

When asked what were some 
unique problems faced in trans¬ 
portation planning in China, the 
answer was not unique at all. 
It seems that tight funding is 
a universal problem, especially 
for transportation projects 
which require large capital ex¬ 
penditures. As in the U-S. one 
of the ways the PRC transpor¬ 
tation planners are resolving the 
funding problems is to build 
more toll roads- This, as several 
members of the delegation ex¬ 
plained, will help replace scarce 
governmental funds and allow 
for more projects to be developed 
sooner

LENoen 
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GHI Board Discusses 
Historic District Proposal

At its October 7 meeting, the Greenbelt Homes Inc. 
Board of Directors heard a report from a citizen's advisory 
committee studying the proposal that the historic area of 
Greenbelt be designated an official National Historic District 
This designation would bring certain responsibilities, bene¬ 
fits and limitations to the communty and its residents. 

Also at the October meeting which is converting from oil to 


a representative from the Wash¬ 
ington Gas Light Company ex¬ 
plained the request for an ease¬ 
ment ^o_run a gas line needed 
to convert Green Ridge House 
from oil to gas heat. Later in 
the meeting this easement was 
approved and plans developed 
to inform nearby GHI residents 
of the possibilities of converting 
to gas heat or appliances. 

Historic District 

Howard Berger, an architec¬ 
tural historian, and Bob Rivers, 
a preservation planner with the 
Park and Planning Commission, 
reported on the deliberations of 
a citizen’s advisory group study¬ 
ing the proposal to designate 
Greenbelt as an Historic Dis¬ 
trict. The official recommenda* 
tion will be presented to the 
Greenbelt City Council which set 
the study in motion with its re¬ 
quest that the issue be evaluated. 
The citizen advisory committee 
has members from throughout 
the historic area of Greenbelt 
or “old Greenbelt.” and has 
bee* meeting for the past two 
years. Its report is expected by 
early spring* 

Berger and Rivers outlined 
the process underway. They em¬ 
phasized the importance of citi¬ 
zen participation in considering 
the issue. Designation as an his¬ 
toric district could mean protec¬ 
tion and preservation of many 
aspects of the community, not 
just limited to the physical 
structures, but also could involve 
more complex procedures than 
those in place to make changes 
in the physical environment. 
Board members asked various 
questions, ranging from how the 
requirements of historic desig¬ 
nation could impinge upon indi¬ 
vidual rights to how the desig¬ 
nation could assist in protecting 
the environment from encroach¬ 
ing traffic and development. 
Berger and Rivers explained that 
the process of becoming an his¬ 
toric district was not to “freeze 
a community in time, but to pro¬ 
vide a mechanism by which 
changes can be monitored,” 

Gas Line Easement 

The Board approved a gas 
line utility easement to bring 
gas heat to Green Ridge House 


gas heat. The gas line will run 
through the center of 23 Court 
Ridge Road across the entry to 
21 Court and across the open 
lawn area in 20 Court. There is 
expected to be relatively minor 
disruption since only small holes 
are made into which a flexible 
gas line is driven. 

At the same time, the gas 
company will offer the opportun¬ 
ity to those homes located near 
enough to the gas line to con¬ 
vert to gas heat, hot water and 
appliances. Connie Poole, a rep¬ 
resentative from the Washing¬ 
ton Gas Light Company, ex¬ 
plained how gas service could be 
offered throughout the GHI 
community. About a third of 
the units in a given area must 
select gas heat before the com¬ 
pany will run lines to provide 
service* Board member Carole 
Levin suggested that since fur¬ 
naces and hot water heaters are 
provided by GHI, members would 
not likely choose to convert to 
gas heat and hot water and be¬ 
come responsible for purchasing 
new heating and hot water equip¬ 
ment. In response to a question 
from Board President Al Freas. 
Poole indicated that conversion 
to such gas appliances as wash¬ 
ers. dryers, and stoves might 
make a unit eligible for gas 
service and Poole promised to 
research this approach and re¬ 
port back to GHI- As a next 
step. GHI members will receive 
an information packet— a door 
hanger to describe how gas ser¬ 
vice might he available and to 
answer typical questions. 

Other Business 

In other matters, the Board 
approved for first reading a 
contract for masonry stress 
crack repairs but limited the 
contract to eight buildings. For 
second reading the Board ap¬ 
proved a proposal to purchase 
three pickup trucks. 

Continental Insurance Com¬ 
pany was unable to offer blanket 
HO-6 (homeowner’s insurance 
coverage of personal property) 
so GHI has dropped the idea of 
obtaining or providing coverage 
for members. The Board did ap¬ 
prove a new procedure for new 
members, who will now be asked 
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to sign a form indicating that 
they have been informed that 
GHI insurance covers the unit 
hut not personal property or 
improvements made to the unit 
by the member. This information 
was always part of the intake 
process, but now members must 
formally acknowledge that they 
have been informed. Board 
members hope that this will en¬ 
courage members to obtain per¬ 
sonal insurance. The issue was 
raised when it was reported that 


victims of recent fires in GHI 
did not carry personal property 
insurance. The Board reaffirmed 
its policy to stop citing members 
for improper washer drains at 
time of resale. At a previous 
meeting the Board has passed 
this policy hut subsequent staff 
review indicated a number of 
additional issues for discussion. 

Member Requests 

Two members requested per¬ 
mission to construct dog Kennels. 


While there are no rules spe¬ 
cifically. covering kennels, these 
kennels would exceed the height 
limits for chain link fences. The 
board approved these exceptions 
based on the position of the 
kennels in each yard. Board 
member Bill Phelan suggested 
that the A&E Committee could 
draft guidelines to cover appro¬ 
priate kennels and that these 
matters could be decided without 
Board action.
